sickness in the concentration camps,

Then,'also, the Government was 
showered with complaints of public cor- 
ruption, inefficiency, and waste far be- 
yond anything’ of that kind we have so 
far had to deal with in this war of 
incaloulably vaster propertions; and we 
then had-complaints, which, fortunately, 
we havé so far enceped in this war, not 
only of insufficient food, but of un- 
sound food furnished our soldiers. 

* Tt is too early.yet to forget the scan- 
dals about embalmed beef, I am not 
indicting .or censuring the officials of 
that day; they did their best and did 
well, and I believe that the scandalous 
stories circulated at that time were 
frossly gp erated.

Under the ordinance the Mayor can 
acquire in the name’ of. th® city any 
coal within the limiis of the city. The 
ordinance provides that thirty. days 
after taking the coal the Corporation 
Counsel shall apply to a Justice of the 
Supreme Court for a determination of 
the amount of compensation the owner 
shall receive. ©. 

The Mayor arrived at the City Hall 
at §:12°o’clock yesterfiay morning. His 
first-- announcement was' that’ .George 
Ehret had offered the city 250-tons of

PETROGRAD, Jan. 19, (Delayed.)— 
The Constituent Assembly is over. As 
the Bolshevist Skovortsoff- remarked last 
night, parliamentary institutions are 
only. a fétich of the bourgeosie. Red 
Guards, ‘soldiers, and sailors are pa- 
trolling the town today, and a certain 
amount of shooting is heard, but who 
is shooting or why it is difficult, to. dis- 
cover. A snowstorm is raging full in 
this fiercest of all Winters, and it is as 
though all the powers and elements of 
darkness were rushing and roaring in 
the whirlwind that enwraps this city of 


leom. 

“Who knows what. tomorrow will 
bring? You sit at home in the sweet 
security of America and perhaps look 
hither sometimes and wonder. We 
seem to hear muffled voices, some say- 
{ng the Bolsheviki are German Jews 
and German agents and others saying 
the Bolsheviki really ‘are not so bad, 
after all. Some hope desperately that 
perhaps some scrap, some remnant of 
Russia may be made to fight the Ger- 
mans and others consider the Bolshe- 
viki good instruments in bringing about 
general peace. 

I suppose it is almost- impossible t 
give an exact idea of all that is hap- 
pening here. We have not the time nor 
the space to tell of the myriad events 
of the day. ,If-you lived here you would 
feel’ in every bone of your body, ats 
every fibre of your spirit, the bitter- 
ness of it all. 

I cannot tell all the brutalities and 
excesses that are ravaging Russia from 
erid to end more ruthlessly than an in- 
vading army. Horrors pall on: us. 
Robbery, plunder and the cruelest forms 
of murder have grown to be a part of 
the atmosphere we live in. How ie it 
that the war has recoiled-on Russia in 
such a national. suicide? The tyranny 
of today is worse than the tyranny of 
Nicholas II., yet it would be the ex- 
treme of folly to wish Nicholas back; 
for it is: the war combined with the 
long, long past of Russian tyranny that 
s crowding down on Russia today in a 
new wild despotism of chaotic revenge 
for the wrongs of many generations. 

The Bolsheviki are blind instruments. 
‘So apply to them any ordinary party 
standards would be folly. They are a 
\arning symbol of those muttering vol- 
canic forces cf social upheaval that lie 
pent up within our civilization, and are 
being loosened by the war. It would be 
an ‘error to imagine that they are the 
alfes of intelligent pacifist or consci- 
entious Socialists. These are their bit- 
terest enemies, and it is only the parti- 
sans of des m who look their 
work with delight, for théy, én thé 
ruin created by the Bolsheviki to raise 
«gain the fabric of absolute power. 

The Bolsheviki are emphatically not 

pacifists. Their object is to substitute 
for the war between nations a war be- 
tween classes. The class line is to cut 
across the national line, and in a new 
violent war called a, revolution, and the 
proletariat of all countries is to pos- 
/ess itself of the accumulated wealth 
of civilization. 
- The Bolsheviki have stopped the -war 
with Germany only to kindle civil war in 
Russia. The weapons forged against 
Germany are not turned into plow- 
shares. They are being used to shoot 
down citizens of Petrograd and Moscow, 
of Kharkov and Poltava, to mow down 
the officers of the Russian army and 
fleet. 

The Bolsheviki do not profess to en- 
courage any illusions as to their real 
nature. They treat the bourgeois of all 
countries with equal contempt. They 
glory in all violence directed against 
the ruling classes. They despise the 
laws and decencies that they eonsider 
effete. They trample on the arts and 
refinements of life. 

It fs nothing to them if in ‘he throes 
ot a great upheaval the -world relapse 
into barbarism. They have issued their 
challenge and it would be- blindness to 
ignore its real meaning. They are de- 
termined to carry out their program in 
Russia, constituents or no constituents, 
and their next step is to confirm the 
power of the “Soviets. But can they 
control the forces and passions they 
have set afloat amid the ruins?

CONGRESS OF SOVIETS 
TO REPLACE ASSEMBLY 


Lenine Says Ideals of Bourgeois 
Society Are Unnecessary 
in a Socialist State. 


PETROGRAD, Jan. 20.—The Bolshevist 
Government has issued a proclamation to 
the people of Petrograd, saying in part: 

‘* Hnemies of the people spread the re- 
port that revolutionary workmen and 


soldiers have fired on a, peaceful labor 
demonstration. This is done for the pur- 
pose of sowing trouble in the ranks of 
the workers, causing excesses and incit- 
ing against the revolutionary leaders. 

‘““Tt has been proved that the authors 
of these rumors fired af sailors, soldiers, 
and workmen ‘who are keeping order in 
the city. The Cental Executive has 
opened a searching inquiry, and the cul- 
prits will be tried by’ revolutionary tri- 
bunals.” ! 

The proclamation concludes by advis- 
ing the people to isnake the rumors and 
remain calm, and by fassuring them that 
order is being mairitained by sailors, 
soldiers, and workmen. 

The Gecree issued by the Central Ex- 
ecutive Committee -of the Congress of 
Workmer.’s and Idiers’ Delegates dis- 
solving. the Constituent Assembly says 
that the revolution created the Work- 
men’s and Soldiery Council as the only 
organization able :to direct the struggle 
of the exploited working. classes for 
complete eritioal, and’ economical lib- 
eration. ring the first period of the 
revolution the rkmen’s and Soldiers’ 
Congress perceived the illusion of an un- 
derstanding with the bourgeoisie and its 
deceptive parliamentary organization, 
and realized that the liberation of the 
oppressed classes was impossible with- 
out a rupture ‘with the bourgeoisie. 

‘* Therefore, ‘the revolution of Novem- 
ber arose, giying all authority to the

Delegates,” the decree says. ‘* The Con- 
stituent Assembly, being elected from 
the old election Hsts, was the expression 
of the old régime, when authority be- 
longed to the /bourgeosie. ‘The people who 
voted for thg Social Revolutionists were 
unable to distinguish those of the Right, 
‘who were partisans of the bourgeoisie 
from those of the Left, who were parti- 
sans’of Sokialism.

THE CRISIS IN OUR PREPARA- 
TIONS FOR WAR. 

With the. introduction of the War 
Cabinet bill by Senator CHAMBERLAIN 
of Oregon in the shadow of executive 
disapproval a crisis has come in our 
preparations for. war. We are still, 
and shall be for a long time,’ prepar- 
ing. to take our place in the line with 
our hard-pressed allies. In fact, until 
the end“of the struggle the Govern- 
ment will be’ engaged with the con- 
duct of military operations and with 
the training and equipment of troops 
and the upkeep of the navy. It will 
bea gigantic undertaking, with which 
no single man has the strength ‘to 
cope. ‘There are no precedents in our 


r “history to ‘guide the Government; 


- there "is no experience to draw upon. 
It is the part of wisdom, therefore, 
to profit by the mistakes of our 
ailies, who after more than. three 
years of war have an organization 
and a policy which should at least 
serve as an example. Perhaps the 
* . United States can improve upon it; 
*  @ertainly it should not be disregarded, 
‘ unless the machinery we aré using is 
properly adjusted to assure co-opera- 
tion with our allies with the least pos- 
sible delay. But if that is plainly not 
the case, then the parts should be re- 
assembled to give us the war machine 
and the direction of it that are indis- 
ca pensable and imperative: 
Unfortunatély, there is too much 


} . 6vidence in the record that things are 


not going well at Washington; that, 


in fact, we are muddling along with 


old forms, methods, and procedure 
that are obsolete, when no time is to 
_ be lost, not a day or an hour, in 
. planning right and executing swiftly. 
If we fail our allies in 1918, we may 
have got into the war too late. The 
question. has been on the lips of a 
great many anxious men, and more 
and more of late, ag the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee has pursued 
its inquiry into the preparations made 
by the Government to arm ‘and equip 
and clothe and transport our troops 
overseas. Woe betide any man who 
assumes the responsibility of belit- 
tling the mistakes that have been 
made and of opposing reform and re- 
‘ organization. from partisan motives 
or for reasons personal to himself. 

Of ‘one thing there is no doubt: The 
peoplé stand behind the demand in 
Congress for changes and a new order, 
ag reflected: in the bills for a War Cab- 
inet and fora Director of Munitions, 
because they have lost faith in the 
Management of the War Department 
and want more action and less offi- 
cial complacency in the conduct of: the 
War. It cannot be won without 
vision, direct methods, the hardest 


kind of co-ordinated work, and super-. 


. vision without costly omissions and 
. blundering. The desire for a War 
. Cabinet is based upon the conviction 
- that the present organization by coun- 
ells and committees and the present 
. ‘direction of affairs by departments 
* that either have no authority or will 
‘not exercise. their authority have 
broken down under the strain and 
must be replaced. The desire for a 
Director of Munitions is:' the natural

The War Cabinet bill :proposes to 
create what does not now exist, a 
body with authority to give its whole 
attention to the conduct of the war.

For the comfort ‘of ‘our friends 
abroad who may be disturbed in ‘mind 
by the sharp differences between the 
Executive. and the Legislative depart- 
ment# of the Federal Government, let 
us hasten to say that the more we 
fight at Washington the betterwe shall 
fight in France. Ours is not a Goy- 
ernment that “-falls:’’ To a speech or 
vote of want ‘of confidence it replies 
with a statement. It may reply with 
a_ trumpet-blast of defiance; it may 
wave criticism aside, demur, deny, 
and set up the defense of due and per- 
| fect performance. But with whatever 
warmth of language this Administra- 
tion or‘any other may publicly repel 
attacks, it will in. private diligently 
profit by them and mightily stir itself 
to make amends for past- shortcom- 
ings. 

The President errs grievously when 
he says that “ nothing helpful or like- 


‘“ ly to speed the war tasks of the Gov- 


“ ernment has come out of suctr criti- 
“cism and investigation.” Great and 
visible good has come from them, all 
the» people have seen! how officials 
have responded to the spur of criti- 
cism, how under. exposure they have 
got to work briskly to make good their 
lachés.- Imagination shrinks from con- 
templating the pitiable state in which 
we should have found ourselves if the 
public, lulled into a trustful sleep by 
the assumption: of all the virtues at 
Washington, had not kept a watchful 
eye upon the doings of its servants. 
The President regards the Secretary 
of War as “one of the ablest public 
officials” ,he has ever known. We 
fear his acquaintance in official cir- 
cles has been limited. The people of 
the United States do not place the Sec- 
retary quite-so high. And the people, 
the President will permit us to say 
with all respect, are by. a much more 
full and exact knowledge of Mr. 
BAKER’s work much better qualified 
to judge him, <A multitude of wit- 
nesses, eye witnesses of his shortcom- 
ings, men who have tried to work 
with him, through him, to get things 


done in or by the department, men |}. 


who have known by personal obser- 
vation the deplorable conditions in the 
camps have told the people about the 
Secretary of War. The President has 
no such sources of information. It is, 
indeed, one of the defects of his great 
qualities that he does not turn an in- 
viting ear to criticism of, officers or 
policies: of his Administration when 
his mind is already made up. 

' Nor. is. the President well’ advised 
in dismissing Senator CHAMBERLAIN’S 
statement as “ an absolutely unjustifi- 
able distortion of the truth "; and cer- 
tainly he might better have omitted 
the imputation of motive with which 
he' cdncludes his statement. The peo- 
ple know the service they have had 
from Senator CHAMBERLAIN, they. know 
the spirit in which that service has 
been given, Besides, they know only 
too weil what ground the Senator had 
for charging that the war service had 
fallen down. 

But aroused as he may now be by 
the sting of criticism, Mr. WILs0n is 
going to profit by it. He would be a 
very unwise President if he did not.

SOVIET GOVERNMENT IN RUSSIA. 
‘In the Constituent Assembly farce 
staged at Petrograd, the whole cast, 
Bolsheviki and Social Revolutionaries, 
even the Cadets, played true to form 
and character. Nobody supposed that 
LENINE would permit, the 
elected representatives of the Rubsian 
people to meet and make a Constitu- 
tion, unless a majority of the As-. 
sembly was Bolshevist; the majority 
being the other way, of course LENINE 
decrees that the Assembly is dis- 
solved. Nor did anybody suppose that 
the delegates to the Assembly would 
pluck up courage enough to resist the 
Bolsheviki and their armed Red 
Guards. The expected happened, and 
promptly, it was all over in a night. 
The Soviets continue to. be the Gov- 
ernment of Russia, and Russia will 
have ne Constitution unless it ts vesaie 3 
by men of their choosing. 

In lands like England and the 
United States, where the people.rule, 
it has for some centuries been felt 
that bayonets in the legislative cham- 
ber were out of place. The blood of a 


‘free people may not actually boil in 


their veins when soldiers drive the 
‘lawmakers from their seats, but no 
other misuse of a lawlessly usurped 
authority produces quite the same 
feeling of patriotic indignation. The 
men of thé railway unions in Russia 
have protested againsl the acts of the 
Bolsheviki,’ ‘but we have not yet been 
informed that the people are very 
much excited about it. Nor are we in 
this country as deeply stirred as we 
should be if this thing had happened, 
let us say, in the House of Commons 
or in the French Chamber of Deputies. 
Everybody is ‘more than usual 
calm.’ because it was nowhere ex- 
pected that the Social Revolutionaries 
rwould be able to get up and maintain 
a capable Govetnment in Russia: 
They are not so extreme as the Bol-

chamber, ‘By this p he sets 
up. the Soviets, or the Councils of 
Workmen's and Soldiers’ Deputies, as 
the true representatives of the Rus- 
sian. people. In Jaw these councils 
haye no standing whatever. The 
delegates were chosen by votes of the 
workmen in the factories, by the sol- 
diers. of thé regiments. Under their 
authority the workmen and the so- 
called proletariat of Petrograd have 
been armed, and it is only because of 
this armed force that LENINE is able 
to maintain his Government. It rests 
upon: the foundation of a mob equip- 
ped with ‘rifles and machine guns. 
The Russian people appear to have 
been effectually cowed. The vast 
majority of them are supposed to dis- 
‘approve the proceedings of the Bolshe- 
viki, but they are unorganized, they 
have no.organs for the expression and 
formation of opinion, since the Bol- 
sneviki have suppressed all news- 
papers save their own, they have no 
leader. The Constitutional Demo- 
crats, or Cadets, sent only fifteen 
delegatés to the Constituent As- 
sembly. Some of these delegates were 


arrested, the others did not dare to} 


take their seats. The seats of the 
Right,. representing the moderate 
epinion ‘of the Russian people, of the 
small property owners and the sober- 
minded, order - loving class,; were 
vacant. The Constitutional Demo- 
crats, representing Russian intelji- 
gence and steadiness, were excludad 
by the Bolsheviki because they are 
considered to be agents of capital, of 
the bourgenis class. The Social Rev- 
olutionaries of the Centre are not 
keen enough about the continuance of 
the class-struggle against capitalism 
to be ucceptable to LenIne and his 
kind, to whomi that struggle is every- 
thing. 

If the moderate ratdate class does 
pluck up cowrage enough to oppose 
the Bolsheviki, and if it finds a 
capable leader, civil war will begin.

Colone}] RoosEVBLT tells the League 
of Political Education that the Sher- 
man law “‘ ought to be repealed, now 
“that the Government itself had 
“violated it by combining the man- 
“agement of the raflroads under one 
” The Urlited Mine Workers 
are of the same opinion. ‘Their Pres- 
ident’ remarks that the Sherman law 
is set aside to permit the formation 
of ‘export trusts and .similar pools, 
although it is an open season for the 
Federal judiciary to hunt labor 
unions; therefore, before the mine 
workers adjourn, they should sum- 
mon Congress to relieve the unions 
as the other trusts have been relieved.

Repeatedly the court 
said that if there were to be any 
exceptions to “all” they should be 
got from Congress, but that the court 
never would admit that there could 
be any exceptions otherwise, though 
all trade should be &topped. How- 
ever, om the third asking the court 
“limited and qualified’. its earlier 
opinions. It was only by misunder- 
standing that the court had come to 
be thought of the opinion that “all” 
restraint of trade meant “all.” The 
court’s true meaning, which it had 
held unchanged from the beginning, 
was. that “all” restraints to trade 
were forbidden which were contrary 
to public’interest, becausé unreason- 
able or immoral, That was why the 
Oil and Tobacco Trusts were dis- 
solved, without adjudging that trusts 
more reasonable in their nature, and 
more accordant with commercial good 
conduct, might not live under the law.

Being justt- 
fied’ by the rule of reason and conduct 
conformable with. public interests, 
they never were under noe ban of sac 
law.

Mr. Roossvetr, therefore; misin- 
structed the League of Political Edu- 
cation when he told it that the Gov- 
ernment had violated the Sherman 
law by combining the railways. That 
act is justified by its nature, being in 
the public interest. It would be so 
even if there were no war. If the 
railroads’ had combined themselves, 
promoted public. interests, and in- 
creased trades by methods. not im- 
moral, it would have embarrassed the 
court, to penalize them under the 
rule of reason. The United Mine 
Workers also are misinstructed by 
their leaders. The time will never 
come when the court will allow unions 
to act contrary to publi¢e interest by 
offenses against good conscience. It 
is necessary to say this because the 
United Mine Workers and some other 
unions séem to think that, because 
the Sherman law allows them to com- 
bine, ‘it allows the “ combine” to do 
whatever it wishes under the. plea 
that it benefits wage earners. The 
export combinations are not chartered 
to do wrongful acts, contrary to public 
interest. They afford no basis for the 
argument of the unionists.

But the prisoners 
were not. soldiers—they were ‘men 
who had already violated obligations 
which. all men of honor recognize as 
binding, and for that they had been 
condemned to undergo a punishment 
that by no stretch of definition could be 
called unduly severe—that was much 
less severe than the punishment which 
surely would be inflicted in their own 
country on Americans who had been 
Builty of like grave offenses against the 
German Government atid people. 

There was, therefore, noth ng heroic tn 
what they did. It was at it the worst

Double ‘Aim of the ‘of the Seokety Belrg| 
Formed Here. 1 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Permit me, as Secretary of the Friends 
of German Democracy, to thank you for 
your helpful editorial article of Monday. 
You “have asked a question which, I am 
sure, is in the minds of'a majority of 
those who have heard of the activities of 
our gociety, the question being, “‘ Why 
is this organization?’’ ‘1 shall attempt 
to give a very brief, and, I hope, satis- 
factory answer. 

First of all, the Friends of German 
Democracy is not restricted to American 
citizens: of German ancestry. We al- 
ready have quite a number of members 
who trace their descent from the May- 
‘flower and frém Captain John Smith of 
Virginia. However, you will:agree that 
we should not.be.wise were we to in- 
clude. all of our fellow-citizens of those 
two highly esteemed groups, as we do 
not wish either unduly to decrease the 
membership of other worthy. societies or 
to. interfere with the personnel of. the 
public .gervice. . While everybody who is 
in harmony with our purposes is invited 
to join, we ask a Voluntary restriction of 
membership to thése who can best serve 
our cause by working with us rather 
than with some other organization. 

An important part of our activities is 
indicated in an official statement made 
recently: ‘‘ The Friends of German De- 
mocracy are seeking to unify the people 
of America in the common cause as well 
as to arouse the people of Germany to-a 
sense of their duty and of their oppor- 
tunity.”’ 
icans of German descent have’ been mis- 
led by the organized propaganda of the 
German Government in this country. 
This propaganda has been interisively 
Gonducted for at least a quarter of a 
century. As a result a large number cf 
American citizens of German birth. have 
not only been kept ignorant of the causes 
of the war but, what is far worse, 
they have been so imbued With unsound 
principles and false hopes as to be will- 
ing to make sacrifices for those princi- 
ples and hopes. If they are properly in- 
formed we feel sure that all but a very 
small minority of them will be quite as 
willing to serve the right cause as the 
wreng oné. Hence we feel that our or- 
ganization ‘is: not , dividing, “byt: uniting, 
the American people. 

As regards our work in connection with 
the propaganda of democracy within 
Germany, let me again quote from the 
recént: statement from our National 
Committee: “ The purpose of the society 
is to further democracy by aiding the 

people of Germany to establish in Ger- 
many. a Government responsible to the 
people.’’ I shall discuss later our activ- 
ities and our recent information. I wish 
now merely to emphasize that even a 
complete victory on. the field of battle 
wf ultiniately fafl to establish democ- 
racy in Centra] and Eastern Europe and 
peace throughout the world unless the 
German people are finally won to the 
principles we are fighting for. } 

The only regret I have as regards our 
society is that it was _not established 
in the Surhmer of 1914 instead of in 
the Spring of 1917. Whatever message 
the democracy of America has to de- 
liver to the nascent democracy of Ger- 


‘many. can. best be presented through 


such an organization as we are de- 
veloping. , Had the intelligent and prac- 
tical-minded friends of the Russian de- 

mocracy in “America been competently 
organized for the ce of the Rus- 
sian revolutionists, affairs in Russia 
might not have gone nearly so badly as 
they have. With the victory of the Rus- 
sian revolution there returned to Rus- 
sia hundréds of well-intentioned igno- 
ramuses and hopeless theorists. When 
a tried to help them through our mis+ 

sion, we did not, to put the matter 
mildly, do as well as we might have 
done had we been better advised. We 
have made a complete failure of our 
relations with Russia. Let us be pre- 
pared to do our cause the service of 
being prepared to make a more intel- 
ligent effort when the time is ripe in 
‘Germany. 

Finally, as regards that most natural ? 
statement of yours, ‘‘ The wise German- 
‘American emphasizes his: Americanism 
and minimizes his Germanism as much 
as he can conveniently and. properly.” 
Let me make a somewhat critical obser- 
vation. As I understand this war it is, 
not a matter of ‘‘ Americanism” or 
“‘Germanism.” In the evolution of the 
historical processes the forces of de- 
mocracy won repeated and fundamental 
victories in Britain and America. These 
victories. were due to. the basic geo. 
graphical and hence historical condi- 
tions of human life in the territories 
which.formed the homes of bur peoples. 
In Germany these same forces of de- 
‘mocracy were beaten: down and driven 
out because.of the different geograph~ 
fecal and historical conditions obtaining 
in Germany. Our purpose in this war 
is completely to crush the enemies of 
freedom. ‘Whether those enemies are 
ultimately found to number 5 per cent., 
25 per cent.,. or 95 per cent. of the Ger- 
man people is now a matter of indif-. 
ference to us. We are going on, clear 
through to Potsdam, and finish the job. 
However, we do ‘not think. that any 
American, be he a soldier in the 
ate or civilian ea A here are!

HE world has a very long history, 
:, dnd -that American democracy is 
even yet in the experimental stage 
must be admitted by every reflecting 
man. ‘Until recently American democracy 
has been conservative and just: The 
older democracies were hot exernpt from 
serious defects. They were not fair to 
property, and therefore perished. Cer- 
tain recent democratic theories of taxa- 
tion, very much favored by the modern 
school of democrats, have not yet been 
worked out in America in detail, On 
the practical results of the application 
of these théories the: ultimate fate of 
democracy in America much depends. 
If -it shall’ be proved that the new 
theories stifle individual initiative, de- 
stroy property and energy and are sub- 
versive of all the arts ahd the scienc 
peculiar to high civilization, it will be 
safe to affirm that either these unjust 
theories must be quickly abandoned or 
else that democracy will not- establish 
itself as a recognized principle for the 
world. If such fallacious theories of 
taxation are persisted in, after being 
Gemonstrated unsound, it is safe to af- 
‘firm that then it will be democracy, 
which will be forced to give way to 
some other ‘system: of government pro- 
ductive of better results to mankind. 
A ‘system of taxation id dangerous. to 
the stability of government «in exact 
proportion to its injustice. It must be 
remembered, that liberty, freedom, and 
justice are not inconsistent wi forms 
of government’ other than democracies. 
There have been democracies in the-past 
which have subverted both liberty and 
justice. The great constitutional law- 
yer, Mr. Justice Story, thought that 
democracies could maintain themselves 
only where the people were superior and 
highly enlightened. His conclusion is 
entitled to some _ consideration | by 
thoughtful men even in demo es, 
for he contributed much toward the suc- 
cess: of the Republic instituted by the 
established democracy of America. 

Deubtiess Americans are justified 
thus far in regarding their own polit- 
ical institutions as the bést for them- 
selves, for no other form of govern- 
ment has ever produced for so long a 
period so much happiness among 80 
many people in so great an extent of 
country. Nevertheless, it is highly in- 
expedient for American democracy to 
erideavor to. force democracy as a prin- 
ciple at this time on the other, natians 
of the world. No monarchical ration 
would be willing to accept its political 
institutions from a foreign power. Nor 
can a foreign country be. forced even 
by @ successful war to act against the 
national predilections, customs, ahd 
traditions. Nothing so certainly tends 
to the perpetuation of monarchy in Eu- 
rope at the present time as the procla- 
mation of a democratic power that a 
particular monarchical country must 
accept democracy as a principle. 

It is to’ be feared that the American 
| PHoclamatibn of democracy. as a univer- |, 
sal principle of government is disquiet- 
ing to those of. our own allies whose ré- 
gime is aristocratical, if not absotutely 
monarchical. It takes no note of the 
real strength of European aristocracies 


has evidently detected this danger, for he 
has announced that America is not now 
fighting for democracy, (Current Opin- 
ion Magazine for October, 1917.)

The 
action ef America has been otherwise, 
and not in accordance with American 
precedent. A revolution in Russia is’ 
not necessarily a democratic. manifesta- 
tion. 

After the revolt of the Spanish prov- 
inces from Spain, the United States 
thought it decorous to wait five years 
before any formal recognition of their 
independence, Whether the ee 
Government of Russia, as it shall 
ultimately reorganized, may not ° 
exception and umbrage to the speedy 
recognition by America of the revolu- 
tion remains to be seen. The pendency 
of the great war is the justification 
doubtless for the prompt American 
action toward the Russian revolution. 
It would seem unfortunate that‘it was 
not possible for America.to co-operate 
with, the Russian military authorities 
in their offensive against Germany 
without the necessity of a recognition 
of the revolution before some form of 
government, which showed greater in- 
dications of permanency, - had n 
erected in Russia. It is apparent that 
the Republic: of France has been more 
cautious in its attitude-toward the revo- 
lution in Russia, while the Democracy 
of England has spoken with hesitation. 
The long holding back in London of the 
first American dispatches from Wash- 
ington to Russia would seem to indicate 
some doubt on the part of the English 
authorities about the wisdom of the 
speedy American indorsement of the 
Russian revolution. 

So long as the principle of demdcracy 
fr. America is not questioned by Euro- 
peans, it is impolitic for America to 
challenge the principle of monarchy in 
Europe. If Burope becomes restless or 
resentful éf American influence, mon- 
archy as a principle will quickly rein- 
corporate itself with the aid of the 
powerful Huropean aristocracy. It may 
then conclude that its own favorite in- 
stitutions cannot survive, if menaced 
by the American democracy. It

They take it out in staying away 
from the primaries and then cursing the 
Bosses. In the third place, when an op-} 
position ticket is run it is frequently no 
better than the one put up by the 
bosses; and the reason for that is that 
in such cases the voters themselves 
aren’t any better than the bosses. The 
boss-in all districts is a boss because 
he‘represents the average of the people 
he leads. When the average improves 
a dittle the bad boss is fired ahd\ a 
better boss replaces him, one who repre- 
sents that batter average.”’ 

*‘ At any rate,” said the College Wo- 
man, ‘ the direct primary has given the 
people more scope and lessened the 
rower of the bosses, hasn’t it? ’’ 

‘“‘It has given the people more scope, 
but it has only potentially lessened the 
power of the bosses. The people now 
have it in their power. as they neéver 
had before ‘to maké their own nomina-1 
tions, and they can’t plead that it is 
no use for them to take an active)part 
in politics, or that the cards are stacked 
against them. beforehand. Still, the 
brutal fact confronts us that they won’t 
use the power that has been thus given 
them; and since they won’t use’it, the

ease Island to.Get Nea Bullding 
Under Recommendations to be 
Made Tomorrow. 
——————————— 

The. Board of) Education, acting as a@ 
committee of the whole yesterday, took 
‘the first steps to relieve the overcrow4d- 
ing in the public, schools. It decided 
to make: three rec mendations to the 
board at its regular meeting tomorrow. 

One was that Superintendent Snyder 
of the public school buildings prepare 
plans for new: Public School 57, 180th 
‘Street, near Crotona Avenue, the Bronx. 
The Board of Superintendents does not 
favor the carrying out of the original 
plans that have been under consideration 
for several months... The sum of $548,474 
was appropriated by the Board of Esti- 
mate on May. 19, 1916, for the erection 
of this building. Probably no school in 
any part of ‘the greater city is more 
urgently needed than this one. Public 
School 32, @.short distance to the north- 
ward of the site of Public School 57, has 
a register of 4,129, with 1,975 sittings. 
The excess of register over sittings is 
2,158. There are seventy-one classes on 
part time, with. a _ register of 38,095. 
Ninety-six classes are housed in forty- 
four rooms. Public School 82 has now 
three annexes, occupying eleven class- 


claimed. 

Public School 44, at Prospect Avenue 
and East 176th Street, six blocks south- 
ward from School. 57, has an excess of 
1,155. pupils over the sittings. Seventy 
classes*are housed in forty-five rooms 
on a duplicate plan of organization.. The 
etection of School. 57 .is imperatively 
needed, ft is asserted, in order to elim- 


inate meny of the objectionable features 
- the duplicate school plan as organized 
in Schools 32,44, and 45. 

The Board of Superintendents recom- 
mended that the new building should bs 
of forty-eight classrooms to. accommo- 
date both boys and giris from_kinder- 
garten to 8-B grades inclusive. In addi- 
tion to standardized auditorium kinder- 
karten, domestic science room, ele- 
mentary woodworking roo music 
room, study room, and librar it should 
contain a sewing anda dressmaking room, 
a drawing room; a manual training 
room, and the usual offices and teach- 
ers’ rooms, a medical room, a dental 
clinic, and shower baths 

Another recommendation to the Board 
of Education is that a building for new 
Public School 29, Henry, Harrison, and 
Baltic Streets, Brooklyn, be designed on 
the plans of Public School 93, Queens. 
The site for thig building was acquired 
on June 2, 1917. The present public 
school is housed in one of the oldest 
school buildings in Brooklyn, being lo- 
cated at the corner of Columbia and 
Amity Streets. It is ursuitable for 
school purposes, not having been erected 
originally for them. It was built in 1865. 
It has inadequate play space, both in- 
door and out. It now contains twenty- 
one classes, between 1-A and 6-B. The 
new school will have more central lo- 
cation and will give relief to Public 
Schools 6, 15; 46, and 58, in which group 
the register exceeds the sittings by more 
than 1, ere has been a steady 
growth in the population in these 
schools within the last four or five 


ears. 
tf Public School 29 is erected with- 
out delay, it is claimed that it will not 
be necessary to build an addition to 
hae gy School 6. It; will have forty- 
eigat classrooms for boys and girls of 
elementary school grades and in ad- 
dickens for classes of the ninth year. 
The roofs of the auditorium and of the 
main building could be constructed for 
pe ab care purposes. 
he third recommendation is that an 

addigional building be erected for Pub- 
lic Schoot 80, East Seventeenth Street, 
near Neptune Avenue, Coney Island. 
The sum of 10,230 was appropriated 
on May 18, 1917, for this purpose. This 
school has probably the worst condition 
of overcrowding of any school in 
Brtoklyn at the present time. The 
register is 2, with 1,099 sittings. 
There are fifty-three classes in twenty- 
three rooms and 2,048 children are on 
art time. No. relief can be afforded 
y transferring any of these pupiis to 
any neighboring:-schools. The present 
school building has not an auditorium, 
a gymnasium,’ nor a worksho
